Imporls of silk in,nHif;utinvs for the first nine months of the 
iisoal year 1918, cndod iMurcli ;n, lusl, sliow a decronsc from the.nine 
uonths ended March 1917, of nl)out !|i.l,(M)0.(H)0 in valti.-, nnd ahout 
$1,000,000 over tlic IDlf; poriod. Tliis is due in part to restrictions 
placed iipon trade l>y the war tiadc imported silks being 

olaased as luxuries, and in part to a more inl. iiaive application of 
man-power in Ttnly and Fimiicc to the biisiiu ss of w.ir. 

These eargo space-saving restrictions, it is understood, luive not 
yet been applied to imports from Japan, and it is noted that there 
has been a steady increase of .Tii|).nnc'sc silk Miniiiifiicliin's invadiii!; 
the American market. Concidently there has i)een a .slcady incrca-sc 
in the amount of raw silk in skeins which wo have imported from 
Japan, while the avera!re poinul iinpoft price li;is sliowii a injirl{c<l 
increase. During the 1914 period, before the war broke out, tiie 
average pound price of raw silk in skeins imported from Japan was 
$3.45, and we imported nearly ir.,000,000 poinids. Durinj; the liHd 
period we imported, 17,:i00,000 pounds at an average pound price of 
$3.60; for the 1917 period, 19,200,000 pounds, average price $4.80, 
and for the 1918 period, 21,300,000 pounds, average price .tr>.:i7. 

The diief increnses in silk manufactures imported from Japan 
are in the items fabrics woven in liio piece, and wearinp apparel. The 
value of the former during the 1913 period was $l,:?7(i.(t(H). twice tiiat 
in llie ]!)!;') period, 4;4,102,000 for tlie lOlG period. .+(i,:!!n,000 for tlie 
1917 period, and !l!G,790,000 for the lOlt* period. Of the latter, !t;411.- 
000 for the 1913 period, $680,000 for the 1917 period, and .+81."..00() 
for the 1018 period. The total value of liotii items for the 1!)12 per- 
iod, under protection, was $1,800,000 woven fabrics aeconntinj,' for 
80 per cent of that total. 

AVith regard to both items, imports from France, Switzerland 
and Italy show a marked falling ofl". It is evident that .lapan is avail, 
ing herself of this exceptional opportunity to establish a market for 
her silk manufactures here, and the speciiil ;i(Iviuil.ii,'es she lias in 
the way of home-grown raw material and exceedingly ciiap labor, 
in addition to the free-will offering of the Democratic tariff law in 
the way of tariff-for-revenue only rates of duty, are all working to 
her benefit. 

It is understood that the attitude of the present tariff commis- 
sion is that in eases wtiere one of our foi'eii,'n compel it ors enjoys a 
special advantage over us in the pj-odiiclion of a particular commod- 
ity, it would be the part of sound eeonomies for us to give up thai 
industry and pureliase from the eoiinliy so endowed. rn<lir the 
policy of protection to America niuilustries we have built up in this 
country a silk industry wbieh, according to the 1914 census, num.

10th, the required statcnipiit sliowinn 
augar used, sugar on hand and their 
requlrementa to July let, and showing 
their present situation In regard to 
sugar, in order that the sugar division 
may Itnow thry aro conforming to the 
Administration rulcii. 

Unless these reports are tiled with 
the Sugar Division of (he Admlnistra- 
tlaj> before June 10th, no sugar will be 
allotted f»r tlio lial:uiro of 1(118, to 
maiiiifactiiror.s failiiin to iiiako siicli 
rpport. If any iiiaiiufactnrci' of llirKC 
products has in stock a large amount 
of sugar and thinks tlierchy he lias 
no occasion to apply to the Food Ad- 
ministration for sugar certiflcates, 
and does not take cognisance ot tlie 
rules and make his application, ho 
Avill llk(>ly to be proceeded against un- 
der the Food Act. 

The less essential products refer- 
red to above include manufacturers 
ot condiments, of soda water, confec- 
fectionery and onndios. of rliocnlatn, 
of soft drinks and linvorai;i' syrups, 
fruit syrups and llavorini; cxlracls. of 
sweej^ liicklos, of diewinK puni, of 
cocoa, of Invert susnr, of wlno and 
cereal manufacturers, bottlers of soft 
drinks, soda water fonntntna and sel- 
lera ot aott drinks.

Npw York, June 3— Allbon^^b it puu- 
not be snid tfcat tbe (icrnnuiH In tbeir 
now offensive liave been definitely 
stopped there la, nevertheless, a 
marked lessening in the apeed and 
their gains^jBce Saturday, have been 
relatively email wiicn compared with 
those of previous days. 

And, according to the accounts of 
unoiflcial observers wherever they 
have been able ainoe the atiffenlng of 
tlio Allied lines to attain new posi- 
tions and exorbitant price in lives 
lias bcpu exacted from tliPin.
